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Science Author Visits RMS

Rochester Memorial School teemed with festive 
children wearing green on St. Patrick's Day last week, 
but students had another reason to smile: a guest visit by 
award-winning science author Melissa Stewart. 

On March 16 and 17, Ms. Stewart visited students 
from the second through sixth grades thanks to the PTO 
Cultural Committee, which sponsors supplementary 
cultural events for students. Michelle Cusolito said that 
Ms. Stewart's presentations to these students dovetailed 
curriculum objectives and added an additional layer of 
teaching to further comprehension. 

As a published author of more than 100 science 
books for children, Ms. Stewart knew her audience. She 
offered programs tailored to each grade level - the second 
grade examined butterflies, the third grade looked at 
bird adaptation, and the fourth grade learned how to add 
more detail to their writing. 

In the fourth grade class, teacher Stephanie Cyr 
beamed as her students followed an animated lesson by 
Ms. Stewart on ways to spice up their prose. Using her 
own work from published books, Ms. Stewart engaged 
students with how to use vibrant verbs, identify uses 
of senses, strengthen choice of adjectives, and add 
comparisons and analogies. 

Ms. Stewart had a way with illustrating the 
concepts. She asked students to imagine what an eyeball 
feels like, and then gave the example of unpeeled grapes 
to summon that image. She also talked about "playing 
chicken" when she swam with sea lions on a vacation to 
the Galapagos Islands. "Their flippers were like oars," 
she said of the sea lions, which darted away upon her 
approach. Using these examples, she encouraged the 
students to make these types of comparisons in their own 
writing. 

The students drafted their own prose, and 
under the guidance of Ms. Stewart, circled grammatical 
structures with designated colored pens. From there, they 
identified areas to elevate their prose to a new level with 
more descriptive and colorful language. 

The kids clearly took an interest in Ms. Stewart's 
experiences in the outdoors, in particular her encounters 
with sea life. 

However, the writing lessons seemed to reach 
the students. Student Chelsea Peterson smiled as she 
encountered the phrase "sprang like a bunny" in her 
writing about her vacation in Disneyland. When asked 
if he enjoyed Ms. Stewart's visit, student Dan Makowski 
nodded enthusiastically as he pored over his writing.

When he was ten years old, he picked up his 
neighbor's board and fell in love with skateboarding. 
Twelve years later, Mr. Westgate is a professional 
skateboarder with sponsorships from several skateboard 
supply companies. When he's not practicing in the park, 
he's busy shooting films and promotional videos for his 
sponsors. 

"It's like being on salary for doing your dream 
job," Mr. Westgate said. His work is to push himself to 
create new tricks for films and videos for his sponsors. 

Skating competitions like the X Games are packed 
with spectators and the competition from professionals 
is intense, but Mr. Westgate enjoys the creative aspects 
of film and magazine production, and that is where he 
focuses his energy 

The road to professional skateboarding began 
with ten years of hard work perfecting tricks in parks like 
the one in Mattapoisett. Mr. Westgate gained popularity 
with his peers for his skills and eventually earned 
coverage in skateboard magazines Thrasher, The Skateboard 
Mag, and Transworld Skateboarding, but his big break came 
with a sponsorship from 5boro New York, a skateboard 
manufacturer. 
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Mr. Westgate traveled to New^ York w^here he w^as 
mentored by some of the biggest names in the business. 
Soft-spoken and unassuming, he speaks reverently of the 
support he received from pros like Tony Hawk. From 
New York, he moved to Long Beach and "couch surfed'' 
for six months before returning to Wareham where he 
recently purchased a home. 

Amateur Jonathan Resperick of Mattapoisett 
performed tricks of his own, but Mr. Resperick 
skateboards purely for fun. Despite losing a tooth 
on one of the rails in the yard, Mr. Resperick insists 
skateboarding is safe. "Statistics show basketball is more 
dangerous," Mr Resperick claimed, adding: "It's a matter 
of knowing your limits." 

After half an hour watching the young men in 
the park defy gravity and concrete with boards spinning 
under their feet, Mr Westgate took a hard fall on a 
landing that left him dripping blood, but he was more 
focused on the men skating around him than his wound. 
Falls are part of the sport, but surprisingly with all the 
tricks and jumps, Westgate only fell once. 

Shoes are serious business among skateboarders. 
Mr. Westgate lit up when he talked about his shoe deal 
with Emerica. "The shoe came out in January," Westgate 
said. He has boards and gear with his name on them, but 
the shoe is really special. Across the park one of the men 
was already wearing the "Westgate" shoe. When asked 
what he thought about that, Mr. Westgate answered: 
"It's sick", which is skateboarder lingo meaning, "It's 
great!". As understated in person as he is smooth on his 
board, Brandon Westgate is a true gem of the SouthCoast 
community.

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SRPEDD: Commuter Train On Track

Efforts to establish a commuter rail from Boston 
to New Bedford are not in vain and continue to gain 
traction, said Nancy Durfee, senior comprehensive 
planner at the Southeastern Regional Planning and 
Economic Development District (SRPEDD), at a talk to the 
Mattapoisett Democratic Committee on March 19. 

Acknowledging that a rail extension to this 
region has been promised by politicians for 20 years, she 
recognized the skepticism but noted that key leaders are 
now putting their weight behind the initiative. 

"This is the first time it has gotten this level of 
attention ever. They are putting a lot of funding, time 
and energy into us so we grow in a way that is smart,'' 
Ms. Durfee said, citing Gov. Deval Patrick's unwavering 
support and efforts by Sen. John Kerry and Rep. Barney 
Frank to locate necessary funding to make the rail and 
Smart Growth a reality. 

"Legislators are on board. We couldn't have the 
stars aligned more," she said. 

Recent achievements include the state's purchase 
a year and a half ago of a rail "triangle" that connects 
Taunton to both Fall River and New Bedford. SRPEDD 
also obtained a Transportation Investment Generating 
Economic Recovery grant to rebuild a bridge along the 
rail to meet current standards. 

For now, she said SRPPED and the state is in 
a holding pattern waiting for an U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers' environmental review that would open 
the project up to federal funding. The review, which 
would culminate into an official environmental impact 
statement, has been ongoing for two years, she said. 
Despite the lag in the report's release, she stressed, "The 
governor has not taken [the commuter rail] off the table as 
a priority." 

For the time being, a number of considerations 
remain at hand. For instance, SRPEDD still is trying 
to establish the best rail route from the proposed New 
Bedford Whale Tooth station to Boston. Ms. Durfee 
said the Middleborough route is off the table due to 
bottleneck issues at Quincy. She said that route would 
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require a mile-long underground tunnel through granite 
and the relocation of a historical cemetery. But two 
other routes - a western route through North Attleboro 
and a northbound route through Stoughton - are being 
weighed. Currently the Stoughton line is preferred, but 
it does run near Hockomock Swamp that is the home to 
nesting salamanders and other sensitive species. 

Ms. Durfee said that both electric and diesel trains 
are being considered, although she expressed a vision 
for electric trains powered from stations using wind and 
solar energy. Electric trains are faster, but their catenary 
systems are wider, which would increase its footprint. 
She said rail times are projected at over an hour for 
diesel trains and just under an hour for electric trains. 
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and would necessitate an estimated five to six stops for 
commuters from New Bedford and five stops from Fall 
River, given that the Stoughton line is utilized. 

Whatever means to achieve a Boston line, Ms. 
Durfee said that alternative transportation is essential due 
to depleting oil reserves and the global effects of carbon 
dioxide pollutants. 

Additionally, she cited opportunities for 
SouthCoast residents and students who wish to access 
jobs and schools, saying it would allow people to remain 
financially afloat without moving elsewhere. ''Nowadays, 
kids don't stay, they leave," she said. 

Ms. Durfee also cited SRPEDD statistics that 
link a commuter rail service to $500 million in economic 
activity every year and the creation of 3,500 to 3,800 new 
jobs within the commonwealth by 2030, with two-thirds 
derived from the SouthCoast region. 

But the trips go both ways. "It's an opportunity to 
express how lovely we are," she said, noting that tourism 
dollars would be an added benefit of such a rail. 

The rail project is part of SRPEDD' s larger Smart 
Growth agenda that would encourage development 
in less sensitive areas, place greater priority on natural 
resources, encourage transit oriented development and 
reduce sprawl, she said. 

"Futuristically stations will be in locations that 
people could walk, jog and rollerblade to. . . not commuter 
lots," Ms. Durfee explained. 

Using GIS modeling tools, SRPEDD is 
encouraging its 27 communities from Plainville to 
Wareham to pursue Smart Growth objectives by offering 
related grants and introducing towns to transferable 
development rights, she said. The commonwealth offered 
$30,000 to towns to pursue Smart Growth principles 
reflected in its official corridor maps. 

"But we can't make this work if locals don't want 
it," Ms. Durfee said. 

What ultimately will create the optimal 
environment for Smart Growth, however, is that elusive 
commuter rail. 

"A lot of people feel the train is not going to 
happen but we continue to march on and do things

Lane Cannot Support More, Residents Say 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board was called to order by Chairman Thomas Tucker 
on March 21, 2011 at 7:00 pm in the town hall. Also 
in attendance were Board members John Mathieu, 
Ron Merlo, Robert McNamara and Karen Field, and 
Administrative Assistant Tammy Ferreira. 

In an application for a definitive plan, the Board 
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made a final decision on a subdivision application from 
Timothy and Greta Fox. The project, which is located at 
2 Pine Island Road, would create two buildable lots, a 
driveway and a cul-de-sac. 

At a prior meeting, the Board was informed 
that the abutters of the property at Pine Island Road had 
appealed the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission's 
(ConCom) project approval with Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection (DEP). David 
Davignon of N. Schneider and Associates updated the 
board on this appeal, saying that the DEP conducted a site 
visit and upheld ConCom's project approval. 

Mr. Davignon said that the state could have 
denied the project, required a project modification or 
could have stalled the project by requesting further 
information. Instead, the state fully approved the project. 
''This is a strong indicator that Mattapoisett' s planning 
board and conservation commission did their jobs," said 
Mr. Davignon. "They did their due diligence." 

"There have been numerous, countless revisions 
to the plan," said Chairman Tucker. "The applicant has 
jumped through every hoop and bar we've set." 

The Board voted to close the public comment 
portion of the hearing, and then voted to approve the 
application, with contingencies in place for escrow and 
trust documents. 

In a second meeting, the Board received an 
application from Randall Lane resident Thomas Grondski, 
to build a single family dwelling on a 12-acre parcel 
located behind his River Road home. The proposed house 
would require a driveway access point on Randall Lane, 
and would require partial removal of an old stonewall. 
The proposed lot has enough frontage and is properly 
zoned. 

Attorney Elizabeth Kunz represented the 
applicants, and spoke to the Board about the project 
requirements. She addressed some rumored resident 
concerns, and assured the Board that Randall Lane would 
be able to support additional traffic if the project was 
approved. As part of the project, the applicant offered to 
widen the section of lane entrance on his property, for 
the benefit of all the lane residents, and to improve road 
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access. 

However, a room full of neighbors and abutters 
took issue with the application. They claimed that 
bottlenecking traffic was already an issue on the street, 
and that another house would contribute to the problem. 

George Randall, longtime resident and landowner 
at Randall Lane, said that there are currently seven houses 
on the lane. Mr. Randall said that the road - which the 
Board referred to as an ''ancient way'' - was narrow and 
could not support more traffic. Mr. Randall, and the other 
Randall Lane residents in the audience, said that when 
they encounter another car on the lane, they have to back 
up to the main street to allow the car proper passage. 
Adding another house would make the situation worse. 
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said Mr. Randall. 

John Duke of Randall Lane said that there are 
other people on Randall Lane who own buildable lots. He 
asked the Board if they would be setting precedent for the 
rest of the lane if they approved the project, adding that 
the lane could not handle that kind of population influx. 

In response to this, Atty. Kunz encouraged 
the Board to just look at the current application and 
not consider future applications. '1 don't see this as a 
precedent going forward forever,'' she said. 

Some of the lane residents said they were under 
the impression the town would never approve new 
construction on the lane, due to the road's grade and 
narrowness. To this. Board member John Mathieu said 
it was "an odd little moment" where the Board would 
simply have to decide if the section of Randall Lane 
could sustain another house. "We could never approve a 
subdivision off Randall Lane," Mr. Mathieu added. 

The applicant reiterated that he would be willing 
to widen the entrance of the lane for the project. "Randall 
Lane has never been changed," replied Mr. Randall. 
"There is no way possible you can make that road any 
wider." Residents were also concerned that emergency 
vehicles would not be able to navigate the lane if further 
traffic is added. 

Attorney Jeff Sanders represented Randall Lane 
applicants Christopher and Veronica Brockwell. He 
claimed that his clients were, overall, in support of the 
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project, but hoped the applicant would consider moving 
the proposed driveway entrance. He claimed that deeds 
indicate that the lot abuts Randall Road as a boundary, 
not an access point. 

Upon suggestion from Chairman Tucker, the 
Board decided to continue the hearing for their April 
4 meeting at 7:00 pm. Chairman Tucker said that the 
Board would conduct a site visit to see the lane and the 
proposed project, including the possible driveway access 
point. In the meantime, board member Robert McNamara 
asked the applicant to supply more information on how 
much stonewall would have to be disturbed for the 
project.

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Jordan 
Collyer on March 22, 2011 at 7:00 pm in the town hall. 
Also in attendance were Selectmen Paul Silva and 
George Randall, Town Administrator Michael Gagne and 
Assistant to the Selectmen Melody Pacheco. 

The minutes of the March 8 meeting, both open 
and executive session, were approved. 

In a first appointment, the Board met with Donald 
Bamberger, president of the Mattapoisett Lions Club. Mr. 
Bamberger came before the Board to ask permission to 
use Shipyard Park for this year's Harbor Days, scheduled 
for July 16 and 17. 

"It's much of the same from previous years - no 
surprises," said Mr. Bamberger. 

The Board voted to approve the Lions Club's 
request to use Shipyard Park for Harbor Days. 

In a second appointment, the Board met with Fire 
Chief Andrew Murray and Patrick Saltmarsh to discuss 
filling a town vacancy for Fire Inspector. 

A search and interview committee that consisted 
of Chairman Collyer, Mr. Gagne and Chief Murray, 
reviewed eight applications, and the applicant pool 
was narrowed down to five candidates. From there, the 
committee determined that Mr. Saltmarsh, a current 
member of the Mattapoisett fire department, was the 
"optimum candidate", Mr. Gagne said. "[Mr. Saltmarsh] 
has demonstrated dedication through his performance," 
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he continued, adding that the candidate already has some 
experience in conducting fire inspections in town. 

In a customary interview with the candidate, 
Mr. Saltmarsh introduced himself and said that, as the 
son of parents who ran a New Bedford department store, 
he would "have the ability to interact with the public'' 
and would "build up a good rapport with the people of 
Mattapoisett." 

The Board voted to appoint Mr. Saltmarsh as Fire 
Inspector for Mattapoisett. 

In a public hearing, the Board met with Attorney 
Rick Sharon, who represented Richard Pasquill, owner 
of Turk's Seafood, for an application to alter the premises 
of his busy restaurant. The proposed 20-by-20 foot patio 
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addition would provide overflow seating for waiting 
patrons, the applicant said. 

The Board expressed approval for the project, and 
with little comment, the application was approved. 

The Board then met with members of the Ad Hoc 
Aquaculture Committee, including: Horace Field III, Paul 
Osenkowski, Sue Wilbur, Lisa Winsor, Joyce Almeida, 
Mark Whalen and Shellfish Warden Kathy Massey, to 
review the rules and regulations that the Aquaculture 
Committee had been charged with forming. Selectman 
Randall recused himself from the discussion, citing a 
conflict of interest because he owns land abutting a cove 
that has been considered for aquaculture. 

In their first reading of the regulations, the 
Board gave feedback to the Committee on areas of 
concern. Selectman Silva addressed one section of the 
regulations, which would require the Board of Selectmen 
to automatically forward aquaculture applications to the 
Marine Advisory Board (MAB) for comment. Selectman 
Silva said that the MAB was an advisory board to the 
Board of Selectmen, and the section could be removed 
from the regulations entirely, leaving the decision to 
request MAB comment to the Board of Selectmen. 

After a debate over the need to address the 
difference between "expanding'' aquaculture applications 
and "relocating" them, and the associated re-application 
involved, the Board addressed a main point of contention 
in the new list of regulations, which established depth 
requirements for potential aquaculture farms. 

Under the bylaw section 5.3 proposed by 
the committee, aquaculture farms would require a 
minimum depth of one fathom (six feet) for approval. 
While this requirement met the approval of some 
Aquaculture Committee members, some representatives 
of the Committee - including Mr. Osenkowski and 
Officer Massey - thought that the subsection should be 
reconsidered. 

Chairman CoUyer also voiced concern about the 
depth requirement. "I can't support this," he said, calling 
the measure "too restrictive". He suggested, instead, that 
certain areas of shallower water could be delineated as 
being also suitable for aquaculture interests. 
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Committee member Joyce Almeida said that the 
depth requirement was created to appease residents on 
the shores. "If you change the one fathom [requirement] 
along the shore, there is going to be a lot of outcry/' she 
said. 

"We can't just exclude everything under one 
fathom/' Chairman Colly er replied. 

Ms. Almeida did not argue that the requirement 
was restrictive: "I don't think we can afford much more 
aquaculture out there/' she said. 

Aquaculture Committee Chairman Horace 
Field said that there was a stipulation in the regulations 
that would allow the Board of Selectmen to review and 
approve applications that did not meet the requirements, 
but Chairman Collyer said that the Board should not have 
to "rely on loopholes" to select which applications would 
get approved. He hoped that a public review process 
would result in clarifying the areas that would be open to 
aquaculture in Mattapoisett. 

The first draft of the rules and regulations will 
be posted on the town hall website, www.Mattapoisett. 
net, for public review, the Board said, and the review 
process will continue for about two weeks. Residents are 
encouraged to review the regulations online, or visit the 
town hall for a copy. The MAB will also review comments 
on the draft at their March 31 meeting. 

In notes. Chairman Collyer announced:

The 
groups are looking for volunteers to help clean up tow^n 
beaches.

• According to Barbara Sullivan, Town Clerk, the 
last day to take out nomination papers is March 25 and 
the last date to submit them back to the town clerk's office 
is March 28 at 5:00 pm. Residents have until April 19 to 
register to vote for the annual town meeting on May 9 and 
town election on May 17. The town clerk's office will be 
open on April 19 until 8:00 pm. 

The Board voted to go into executive session 
at 8:55 pm for the purpose of ongoing negotiations and 
current litigation. 

Asphalt Hearing Continued 

Rochester Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board was called to order on March 22, 2011 at 7:00 pm by 
Chairman Arnold Johnson in the Rochester Senior Center. 
Committee members John DeMaggio, Gary Florindo, 
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Bendrix Bailey, and Susan Peterson attended, as well as 
Town Planner John Charbonneau. 

The meeting focused on a continued hearing 
that is weighing the possible construction of an asphalt 
plant off King's Highway in an industrial section of 
northeastern Rochester. 

After months of hearings that have included 
testimony from both applicant Edgewood Development 
and abutters and their legal representatives, the Planning 
Board requested and received additional time to render 
a decision. More than 50 residential and commercial 
abutters attended the hearing expecting a decision, 
but now the board has until April 29 to determine the 
outcome of the proposal. 
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In response to expert testimony provided last 
week that found that the plant would exceed allowable 
noise levels under state regulations, Edgewood hired 
a new acoustics consultant to address the sound issue. 
At the March 15 meeting, acoustics consultant Erich 
Thalheimer called the applicant's noise studies by author 
George Groll inadequate, and Edgewood responded that 
Mr. Groirs work merely was preliminary, but it did hire a 
new consultant to ensure compliance. 

The applicant's new consultant, Brian Corning 
of Cavanaugh Tocci Associates, stressed that although 
he agrees that the plant's noise could surpass allowable 
levels set by the Massachusetts DEP, mitigation is possible 
and that "the technology exists to comply with these 
standards." He said compliance is measurable and "easy 
to verify," and overall "not a hard problem to solve." At 
the last hearing, Mr. Thalheimer argued that the plant 
would generate noise 10 decibels higher than what is 
permitted at the Millet residence's property line. 

"It is relatively easy to resolve even at the 
decibel level in the Thalheimer report," Mr. Corning said, 
indicating that his firm would assist Edgewood with 
reducing noise from various plant sources. 

Specifically, Mr. Corning said that he would 
likely recommend a sound barrier wall on a berm to block 
sound and the use of silencers in the silos. 

Committee member Susan Peterson voiced 
concern about the durability of mitigation techniques. 
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and whether they would require maintenance or work 
indefinitely in an effective way She noted that the DEP 
has little enforcement teeth due to staffing and funding 
shortages. "Once built, all bets are off... The technology 
needs to be good because the regulatory structure is not/' 
she said, stressing the need for ''foolproof technology" 

Chairman Johnson said that the board could 
stipulate in its conditions that the Zoning Board of 
Appeals enforcement officer would respond to noise 
complaints. Abutter legal representative Benjamin 
Tymann of Mintz Levin questioned how the ZBA official 
could determine that the noise levels exceed allowable 
acoustical levels, however Town Counsel Blair Bailey said 
that the board can require an enforcement scheme with 
regular reporting requirements. 

Atty Bailey went on to say that he found noise 
studies provided by Edgewood thus far as "too broad" 
and that the applicant would need to offer more specifics 
on the sound barrier and type of berm. Although 
the board could condition the approval upon DEP 
compliance, he said, "I don't like open-ended conditions. 
It does not benefit the general public or the board. It needs 
to be definitive," he said. 

Ken Sullivan, abutter legal representative, also 
asked the board to consider lighting issues of glare and 
overwash that would occur during nighttime operations. 
Wareham abutter Sue Hogan further requested that the 
board consider the "stink factor," and Chairman Johnson 
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noted that the issue of smell has yet to be examined. 

Tim Higgins of Edgewood Development 
requested to the board that the abutters no longer would 
be allowed to review their material and asked the board 
to hire its own consultant to weigh the integrity of their 
studies. Chairman Johnson agreed to the request. 

Several residential abutters present at the meeting 
spoke up with general objections to the plant. Michael 
D'Acci of 119 King's Highway read into the record a 
lengthy letter detailing his concerns. Calling the operation 
of the proposed asphalt plant ''unbearable'', he said 
the constant noise would be "maddening to live with" 
and that applicant Jerry LoRusso should build his plant 
elsewhere, but not "squished on a five-acre lot on top of 
families trying to live normal lives. 

Mr. D'Acci stated that his wife was approached 
by Edgewood Development with an offer to buy their 
property. Edgewood Development's Jerry LoRusso 
and Tim Higgins both acknowledged the offer, and Mr. 
Tymann later confirmed that the applicants offered to pay 
the "assessed rate" of the properties to the two residential 
abutters. Mr. D'Acci said he is uninterested in moving 
from his home of 40 years, but Mr. Higgins said that their 
offer stands "whether the plant is built or not." 

Mr. D'Acci added that he felt the Planning Board 
was "just going through the motions" and already on 
board with an approval, although Chairman Johnson said 
he took exception to that statement. "We are sitting here 
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listening. Everyone has been given the opportunity to 
speak," he said. 

"The stickers here say that Rochester is God's 
country, but it won't be God's country if this plant comes 
in," Mr. D'Acci said to applause from attendees. 

The meeting concluded with renderings 
presented by Mintz Levin on what the plant would look 
like from the yard of the closest residence, the Millet 
property Mr. Sullivan argued that because the tree 
screening is predominantly located on the Millet land, 
that the burden would be on them to mitigate the visual 
impact. Mr. Higgins stressed again that the home is in an 
industrial zone, adding, "We'd be willing to buy it." 

My. Tymann ended his remarks by citing a 
town bylaw that prohibits a new industrial use that is 
"detrimental, offensive and reduces property values." He 
added, "I want the board to keep that in mind." 

The next hearing on the asphalt plant is scheduled 
for April 12 at 7:30 pm in the Rochester Senior Center. The 

board voted to adjourn at 9:40 pm. 

FY '12 ORR Budget Approved 

Old Rochester School District Committee

With little fanfare, the Old Rochester School 
District Committee put its stamp of approval on the 
$16,598,631 fiscal year 2012 (FY '12) budget on March 
21, 2011 in the cafeteria of the Old Rochester Regional 
campus. During a 7:00 pm public hearing. Superintendent 
Douglas White delved into the numbers that - despite 
earlier predictions - managed to hold staff cuts at bay 
with few substantial changes. 

Overall, the $16,598,631 budget reflects a $6,521 
increase in the regular day budget and an increase of 
$261,572 in the special education budget. The operations 
and maintenance budget is increased by $268,092 or 1.75 
percent over the FY '11 budget. 

According to the superintendent, the "budget 
drivers" include increases in contractual obligations 
- specifically higher costs in staffing, step and level 
increases - and the drying up of federal stimulus funds 
that dropped from %75S,577 in FY '09 to $138,637 for this 
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budget. 

The FY '12 budget was substantially cushioned 
by savings realized through a cheaper utility plan. District 
Facilities Manager Steve Murphy obtained about $114,534 
in savings for gas, electricity and telephone at the junior 
high and high school levels. Mr. White personally 
commended Mr. Murphy for his effort. 

Although the budget did not reduce staffing 
positions, one retiring teacher in the classical and world 
language department will not be replaced, yielding 
a savings of $72,084. However, the budget funds an 
additional teacher in the special education department to 
assist with students' Individual Service Programs. Also, 
the Speech Instruction position, which will serve both the 



high school and junior high school, was moved to a full- 
time position. 

The budget also incorporates a new computer 
leasing program, which will stock three junior high labs 
with 80 Mac computers. The cost of the three-year lease 
is $24,263, Mr. White explained. He said this leasing 
agreement would ensure that students work with the 
latest technology. 

To pay for the budget, the three towns are 
required by the state to contribute $8,097,000, with 
another $1,959,917 projected to come in through Chapter 
70 funds. The towns also are charged assessments based 
on their population and wealth. In addition to other 
revenues, the budget will absorb $45,000 in activity fees 
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and $5,000 in parking fees. 

Another highlight of the budget is the expanded 
School Choice Program that next year will allow 40 out- 
of-district students to attend ORR. In exchange, ORR will 
receive $200,000, or $5,000 per student, from the sending 
district to help offset other expenses in the budget. 

The committee voted in the budget at 7:30 pm 
and adjourned. 

School Report 
ORR Recognizes Invisible Children

Old Rochester Regional High School started 
off this past week with an assembly during the first 
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two blocks. Most of the student body was excited for 
the assembly, which was a continuation of one that had 
occurred earlier in the school year. Both assemblies were 
organized by junior Shannon Frink, who has ties to an 
organization that visited ORR - Invisible Children. 

Invisible Children is a non-profit organization that 
helps protect and save children from the Lord's Resistance 
Army (LRA) in Central Africa. (As students were told 
in the assembly, the LRA has spread from its starting 
location, Uganda, to most of Central Africa.) 

Children have been kidnapped from their homes 
in remote villages and forced to fight in the LRA; as 
a result, many children have to "night commute" to 
nearby cities so they can sleep safely, and they return to 
their homes during the day. Word about this status quo 
in Central Africa did not reach the public until several 
college students travelled to Uganda for a service project. 
One of these students came back to the United States 
completely changed, and he worked with his classmates 
to create Invisible Children, which originally helped 
inform society about the problems Ugandan children 
faced every day. 

During this second Invisible Children assembly 
at Old Rochester, students viewed a documentary about 
a Ugandan child - following his earlier childhood, and 
later adulthood, as he met Invisible Children volunteers 
again and again - and a Invisible Children volunteer who 
was killed while volunteering in Africa. The documentary 
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concluded with an explanation of how Invisible Children 
uses its donations to effect change in Africa - radio towers 
are built to connect villages to a communication network, 
which can be used to inform them of the LRA's location, 
search and rescue teams are created and trained, and 
rehabilitation for escaped child soldiers are built. 

Then, two "roadies,'' or volunteers from Invisible 
Children who travel around the country to speak at 
schools, churches, libraries, and community centers, took 
the stage of the ORR auditorium to address the students. 
One of these presenters, Robert, was himself from Uganda 
and had lost many family members to the violence of the 
LRA. He talked some more about the Invisible Children 
organization's work, showing the students a bag. The 
bag, he explained, was one made by a citizen of northern 
Uganda, and it was one of many. The Invisible Children 
organization has been showing Ugandans how to make 
these bags, which the organization then sells to get 
more funds for use in Africa. At the same time. Invisible 
Children is creating jobs for the runaway child soldiers. 

The roadies also explained the upcoming 
movement for 25 hours of silence, starting on the night 
of April 24, 2011, and ending on April 25. ORR students 
were asked to consider signing up to pledge their 
silence, in support and memory of the LRA victims, by 
either filling out a card (distributed ahead of time in the 
auditorium), purchasing an action kit (which included a 
necklace, information cards, and T-shirt), or visiting the 
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organization's website (www.InvisibleChildren.com.) 
Many students have already expressed their intent to 
remain silent on the specified date, which happens to be 
the Monday following April vacation. 

Students were also able to speak to the roadies 
during the school lunches, as the Invisible Children 
organization was given a few tables to display their 
merchandise. Taking some time out of my lunch, I spoke 
to Robert about coming to ORR to speak to the students 
and teachers. 

''We feel glad to be here," Robert said. "We have 
an opportunity to share stories with students and create 
awareness. We're thankful for the teachers and students 
donating their time to hear the stories and watch the 
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documentary. Personally, sharing my life with hundreds 
of students is a wonderful opportunity." 

ORR students have taken the Invisible Children 
of Central Africa deep into their hearts and there is an 
Invisible Children chapter that meets after school on 
Thursdays. This past Thursday, the Invisible Children 
gathered to watch another documentary, entitled Invisible 
Children: The Rough Cut. This documentary was years in 
the making, but events are still developing every day.

Local Church Profiles 

God in the SouthCoast 

By Laura PeduUi 

Church: Rochester Congregational Church, 11 
Constitution Way, Rochester, MA 02770 

Size of Congregation: 130 families 

Minister: Rev. Dr. Leo Christian 

History: In the once-unified Rochester, the 
grandchildren of the Pilgrims established a meeting 
house (in present day Marion) that governed Marion, 
Mattapoisett, Rochester and parts of Wareham. Back 
then, the church shaped political life and the concept of 
"Selectmen'' was first derived, specifically from a verse 
in the Book of Acts that calls for the service of "Select 
Men" to guide a community. Selectmen still run our 
town halls, a vestige of the Congregational Church's 
history - although deacons are now considered the 
"Select Men" who serve as leaders of the 
church. 

Three hundred years ago, "Ministry 
Lands" were laid out in today's Town of 
Rochester and the First Church of Rochester 
was founded in 1703. Since its establishment, 
other congregational churches were formed 
in Marion and Mattapoisett in the mid-1 800s 
after those towns seceded. The church then 
changed its name to Rochester Congregational 
Church. Today's building, sitting white and 
pretty in Rochester's towns center, was built in 
1837. 

Beliefs: Describing the Rochester 
Congregational Church's teachings as "traditional 
orthodox Christian evangelical," Rev. Christian 
explained, "Jesus is our lord, the center of our worship 
and all we do." He added: "We probably believe the 
same things the Pilgrims believed." 

About the Congregation: Today, the 130 
families and growing keep the traditions alive. 

When entering a Rochester Congregational 
Church service, it feels like one large extended family 
meeting up for a weekly reunion. Rev. Christian 
describes his congregants as diverse - with one-half 
native to the area and the other half as transplants - and 
about 10 percent from outside of Rochester. 

Newcomers are quickly recognized and 
welcomed, with one of the seven church deacons 
extending his hand in welcome. One Deacon named 
Norman said he was drawn to the church because "we 
help each other out like family." He also said, "It is not a 
watered-down version of the gospel." 

Indeed, at one recent service. Rev. Christian's 
sermon on righteousness included personal anecdotes 
layered over a rigorous religious discussion on man's 
imperfect nature and God's imputing his righteousness 
on humans so they could enter the kingdom of God. 




The Rev. Christian is a disarming storyteller and 
preacher. He also has his funny and endearing moments, 
especially when he declared, "going into church doesn't 
make you a Christian, like going into a barn doesn't 
make you a cow." In interviews, several congregants 
remarked that his talent has drawn more people to 
the services during his nine-year tenure. The church is 
looking into adding an additional Sunday service. 

During the greeting time, congregants work the 
room to say hello, with some members making a point 
of shaking nearly everyone's hand. One of those people 
is Palmeda Daggett, who was married in the church in 
1942 and attended Sunday school prior to that. She has 
missed few services since then. 

Culture: The culture of the church is 
community-focused, with a wide range of philanthropic 
activities at its heart. Chloe Harding, a Rochester infant 
who was diagnosed with leukemia earlier 
this year, and her family are congregants 
and the church has rallied around them with 
fundraisers and blood drives. Other works 
include serving food three times per month 
at Damien's Pantry, participating in building 
homes for Habitat for Humanity, assembling 
gifts for needy children with Operation 
Shoebox, and international fundraising to help 
the poor in Haiti and India. 

Among the congregants are talented 
musicians. The "blended music service" of 
traditional and contemporary styles include 
a traditional 20-person chorus and a band. 
Marilyn Melanson and Judy Stoltenberg are sisters who 
both have attended the church for about 25 years, and 
they run the music program. They are currently working 
on a special Cantata performance at Easter. It is not 
unusual for services to include top-rate violin music, 
congregants said. 

The congregational church offers Sunday school 
prior to the service, and a "Christian Craft Corner" for 
children ten and under. Kim Amato sat with children, 
who are working on a project to visit a local nursing 
home the Saturday before Easter and distribute 50 Easter 
baskets. 

A new youth program that began last November 
serves 26 students from ages 11 through 18. Andrea 
Shaw and Doreen DaCosta run the church's new youth 
program and are gearing up to form a new Christian 
youth rock band. "Andrea is organized, pulls everything 
together and Doreen is the free spirit," Ms. Amato said 
of the youth coordinators. The youth group meets twice 
per month, and also attends vacation bible school and a 
retreat in New Hampshire.

Alien Highway

Paul. Starring Simon Pegg and Nick Frost. Directed 
by Greg Mottola. Running time: 104 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

Why should American geeks have all the fun? 
At first glance, England doesn't seem like fertile soil for 
nerdy enthusiasms — too jaded and stoic. Enter Simon 
Pegg and Nick Frost from Old Blighty, wild-eyed and 
jabbering effusively about jedis and zombies and cop 
movies. Their collaborations with director Edgar Wright 
— the TV series Spaced, the cult flicks Shaun of the Dead 
and Hot Fuzz — are elaborate mash notes to the lowbrow, 
middlebrow and no-brow entertainments they devoured 
as younglings. Paul, their first joint effort without Wright 
(they CO wrote it, Greg Mottola directed), is a paean to 
everything extraterrestrial in American culture, up to but 
not including, thank the gods. Battle Los Angeles. 

Graeme (Pegg in an impressive variety of 
arrested-development t-shirts) and Clive (Frost, his long 
hair making him look oddly like David Foster Wallace, 
minus the bandanna) are in San Diego for the yearly 
Comic-Con. (Meta time: Pegg and Frost themselves were 
at Comic-Con last summer to show some Paul footage. 
Someone in the audience got stabbed with a pen. Nobody 
got stabbed at my screening, but) The geeks plan to take 
an RV tour through the "UFO hot spots" of the southwest. 
So of course they run into an actual alien — Paul, given 
life by CGI and voice by Seth Rogen in full surly profane 
rumble. Paul can turn invisible, revive small dead animals, 
and smoke serious extraterrestrial chronic. 

Pegg and Frost have designed Paul as a tribute 
to their fellow Comic-Con padawans, the ones who 
will get the multitude of hat-tips to Alien, The X-Files, 
Close Encounters, E.T. (I think most of Spielberg's first 
decade of filmmaking is covered here), and the works of 
Whitley Strieber, whose analog here arrives in the form 
of Jeffrey Tambor at his smarmily unctuous best. The 




cast list reads like a who's who of modern comedy: Jason 
Bateman as a determined Man in Black, Kristen Wiig 
as a Bible-thumper whose exposure to Paul turns her 
into a libidinous atheist. Bill Hader, Jane Lynch, David 
Koechner, and a matron of sci-fi flicks whose identity 
I won't spoil, though others have — I picture Pegg and 
Frost getting up extra early on the days they got to work 
with her, wide-eyed and effusive, and possibly bringing 
posters for her to sign. 

Paul is not quite up to Shaun of the Dead (few 
comedies are), but I liked it a lot more than Hot Fuzz, 
whose parodic focus simply didn't interest me as much. 
It's not the crude farce some of us feared it would be; 
Paul in particular develops comic and dramatic shadings. 
And here, as in Shaun, Pegg and Frost begin with scruffy 
humanity, then introduce the extraordinary and let the 
scruffballs respond to it. Pegg and Frost, though, may be 
generous to a fault here: they give plenty of screen time 
to their co-stars but don't give themselves much to do, 
and Graeme and Clive are pretty much the same geeks at 
the end (except more famous) as at the start. I wouldn't 
expect Pegg and Frost to deliver a geek movie whose 
message is that men should put away childish things — if 
anything, it's a very un-Biblical message we take home. 
(Like their countrymates Ricky Gervais and Christopher
